png: Thou ſhalt not cake a wyfe 
to thy lonne of che doughters of 
ſtraungers bozne. leaſt ſhe leade 
him after her gods, and his ſoule 
periſhe.ꝑou did alſo adde woꝛ⸗ 
des of che Apoſtle wher he ſayth:

men not with the ſame bondes of 
chaſtitte, that they bynd women: 
let them read what Antonius the 
Empetour, whiche was no Chzyz 
ſten man, dyd conſtitute and oz⸗ 
deyn concernynge thys matier, 
wher the huſbande ts not ſuffred 
to accuſe the wife fo2 the cryine of 
adulterie, to whom he hathe not 
in hys liuinge gyuen example of 
chaſtitie, ſo that bothe ſhulde be 
condemned yk that contention did 
pꝛoue them bothe alyke to haue 
been vnchaſte. Fox the foꝛeſayd 
Emperours woꝛdes wzyten to 
Gꝛegoꝛianus, be theſe. My let⸗ 
ters, ſaythe he, (hall in no parte of 
the cauſe be any pꝛeiudice. For yf

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the fawlt be in you, pᷣ the matiage 
be diſſolued, and yfyour wife Eu⸗ 
paſia doo marie accozdynge to 
thelawe of Julius , ſhe ſhall not 
be condemned of adulterye fox 
my wꝛytynge, excepte it appire 
and be pꝛoued that ſhe hath doon 
adulterye, They (hal haue befoze

Foz it ſemethe to me very vn⸗ 
right, that the man ſhulde re- 
quite chaſtitie ofhys wife, whiche 
he hym [clfe wpll not perkozme: 
which thing may bothe condemne 
the man, and koz mutuall re- 
compence of bothe their cryines, 
make an end of the matter betwen 
them both, oz cls take away the 
H. ili. cauſe 
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teaule of the facte. Pf theſe be to be 
oblſcrucd fox the comlpnes of the 
carthly citie, howe moche mote

men to be. Seyng thele thynges 
be thus, is the vncleanes of inen 
therkoze the lelle, and not rather 
moe and woꝛſe, becauſe in thein 
there is a certapne pꝛoude and 
licentyouſe boaſtinge: Lette not 
therkoze men abhoꝛte that Chulte 
koꝛgaue the adulterouſe woman, 
but rather let them knowe their

concylinge of them bothe , after 
adultertes commptted and pur- 
ged.ſhal not be honeſte noz harde, 
where men doubt not but remiſ- 
ſion of lame is made by the keyes 
of the kynadome of heauen , not 
that after deuoꝛſe fro her hulbãd 
H. ii. the 
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the adultreſſe ſhulde be called 
home agayne: but that after fe- 
lowſhyppe without Chꝛiſte, ſhe 
ſhulde be called no moꝛe an adul⸗ 
treſſe , But beholde (ſome wyll 
ſay ) it ought not to be doone 
whiche noman compelleth, be⸗ 
cauſe peraduenture ſome la we of 
thys woꝛlde after the maner of 
p earthly citie foꝛbiddeth it, wher 
the remiſſion and aboliſhinge of 
ſinne by the holy bloud of Chziſte 
is not thought vpon .
